FUTURE OF: SILVER. 


To the business man in the 
Far East, the future of the silver 
market is a matter of the ufmost 
importance. Whether it is likely 
to be strong or weak. means 
much to him in his import and 
export. transactions, and. whilst 
fully realising that no-one, howe 
ever expert a financier he may 
be, can forecast with absolute 
certainly, be none the less takes 
due notice’ of what reputable 
bankers have to say on the 
question. The annual meeting 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation is, always 
looked- ‘to in this’ connection, 
because the Chairman's speech 
invariably makes reference. to 
the silver outlook. That is only 
because the 
Bank is the premier institution 
of its kind in this part of the 
world, and its dealing witk India 
and China are so extensive that 
it has perforce to keep a sharp 
éye on silver fluctuations. The 
remarks of its Chairman, which, 
of course, represent the views of 
the head ‘of the Bank, therefore 
Possess a distinct value in this 
particular regard, and we have 
no doubt that they have been 
absorbed by the business men of 
thiy Colony as well as of other 


centres to" which the - opinions 
expressed. have been cabled. 

The tenour of Saturday's ut 
terance leaves us with the im- 
pression that no serious decline 
in silver is anticipated in bank- 
ing circles.

Conditions in China. 
There isa lengthy passage in 
the speech of the Chairman at 
Saturday's meeting which’ deals 
with ‘the general situation in 
China, and is such a summary of 
events as one cai expect from a 
careful consideration of the sub- 
ject by one wholly “competent to 
judge. ‘Lhe outstanding feature 
of this reference is its collective 
condemnation of the utterly 
ruinous policy that holds sway, 
aud we wonder whether those 
who still bave faith in the 
country pulling itself together ere 
long, will continue as hopefal 
when they read this unvarnished 
review of Chinese finances. 
Matters have gone fram bad te 
worse, to an extent which 
makes one speculate whether'the 
worst can be much more than the 
present. Short of utter collapse, 
a wave of anarchy maybe, or a 
teturn w the disruption and 
petty feudal ‘system of ancient 
times, there seems but little 
further evil that'can happen to 
China of to-day. The ‘tuchun 
system of maladministration, of 
seizure of . national revenues, 
wholesals damage of the very 
sources of those revenues —the 
national assets—, the destruction 
of works built’ up by foreign 
capital much ef which has not 
been repaid, and the brutal treat- 
ment. of the peasant-class, are but 
items in the catalogue of crime 
that can be posted up at the 
doorway ‘of nearly every’ gov- 
ernor’s yamen or tuchun's palace. 
The so-called Central Govern- 
ment remains a mere Bame, exist- 
ing by virtue of foreign sufferance, 
its members impotent to effect the 
least reform even if they willed; 
and the generat corruption spread- 
ing even into their midst. To 
declare that there is someshing 
rotten in the State of China is to 
put it very mildly indeed, for it ig 
a black picture which is presented 
to observers—of country with a 
wonderful chance of achieving 
greatness and with almost fabul- 
ously rich resources, misgoverned 
until it is a wraith of shackled 
provinces foosely connected and 
ready to break apart at the least 
whim. . Soa!

. THE FIRST ARRESTS. 

On December l4th, continued 
Mr. Kemp. the accused Cheung|- 
Ki and Lau Chi-sang were point- 
ed out as being concerned in the 


‘affair, to a Chinese detective at 


Yaumati. The detective followed} y 
them, but at first lost the trail, 
picking it up later, and with the 
aid of European police effecting 
the men’s arrest. Io their posses- 
sion were found watches, finger- 
rings, and about $700 in Dateb 
currency.

Road, “second floor..and in the

the woman had six gold rings and 
$950 in Hongkong currency and 
$630 in Fukien notes. Un- 
derneath her bed was discovered 
a-dagger. 

The prisoner Ng Tai was found 


jn another cubicle, anda later 


search of this place led to the 
discovery of an automatic pistol. 

It could be proved, said’ the 
Attoruey General, that on 
December 9th the man Cheung 
Ki changed, Yuan Shi-kai dollars 
to the amount of $2,437. . 

On January 6th the Police, 
whilst conducting a search on the 
ss, Hau Hoi, found a number, of 
suspicious-looking characters on 
board, and sent them ashore. 
Other signs suggested the advis- 
ability of thoroughly examining 
these people, and the sampan on 
which they were travelling was 
stopped by Police launch before 
they got ashore. . Among those 
examined wax Chan Leung- 
chuen; who, would be identified 
later by certain of the passengers 
and crew of the-Ka Ngo as one 
of the pirates." ‘ 

The first witness called was 
the cox of the Ka Ngo, who 
stated that he was forced at the 
point of a pistol to turn the ship 
about, and steer in a southerly 
direction for two days. He 
said «he identified Cheung 
as the leader of the 
pirates, who was issuing orders 
and exercising genes] control; 
and Lay Chi-sang and Ng Tail 
as confederates who brought 
the booty from the plundered 
passengers to the front of the 
wheel-house, They were all 
armed,
